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TO  YOUTH— AN  ENCOURAGEMENT

Jesus,  speaking  to  the  Jews,  said  :  "  Ye 
shall  know  the  truth  and  the  truth  shall 
make  you  free." 

The  troubled  Pilate  asked  Jesus : 
"  What  is  truth?  "  While  then  silent 
before  Pilate,  the  Lord  was  later  to  tell 
us  that  "  Truth  is  knowledge  of  things 
as  they  are,  and  as  thev  were,  and  as 
they  are  to  come." 

If  youth  will  now  but  get  this  truth  of 
things  as  they  are  and  as  they  were,  it 
will  bring  with  it  the  blessings  of  a  never- 
ending  happiness  in  this  life  and  in  the 
world  to  come. 

I  would  like  to  ask  our  youth  care- 
full}'  to  scan  the  NOW  of  worldly  things. 
Most  of  you  have  read  more  or  less  of 
history,  more  or  less  of  science  and  its 
past    and    present.  Let   your    mind    go 

back  over  all  you  have  read  of  the  past 
and  see  it  in  any  land  or  among  any 
people  the  youth  or  the  old,  in  any  age, 
had  a  tithe  of  the  worldlv  comforts  which 


arc  yours.  The  things  you  feel  are  neces- 
sities pass  the  wildest  dreams  the  ancients 
had  of  care  and  luxury.  The  mightiest 
of  Rome's  proudest  Kmperors  plowed 
through  mud  or  bounced  along  over 
cobbled  roads  in  his  slow-going,  horse- 
drawn  chariot — four  to  five  miles  per 
hour — while  you  glide  on  aircushioned 
tires  over  paved  roads,  fifty  to  sixty  miles 
per  hour. 

The  whole  resources  of  the  great 
Roman  empire  could  not  send  a  message 
any  faster  than  man  or  horse  could  run 
over  the  earth  or  than  rude  sailing  craft 
could  move  across  the  sea,  vet  you  who 
are  listening,  though  a  thousand  miles 
away,  hear  me  even  at  the  very  instant 
that  I  speak.  All  the  wealth,  skill  and 
knowledge  of  Rome,  could  neither  make 
nor  keep  a  picture  of  men  or  events  in 
true  form,  tone,  or  colour,  onlv  in  paint- 
ing and  cold,  hard  sculpture,  but  now 
the    poorest   may    see,    from    day   to   day, 
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the  very  moving  counterpart  of  men  and 
events,  with  all  the  warmth  of  life ;  he 
may  see,  learn,  and  become  wise  from  the 
very  likeness  of  the  unfolding  of  man's 
development,  his  tasks,  his  struggles  and 
his  victories. 

In  the  days  of  Rome,  man's  voice 
carried  only  the  distance  a  shout  might 
go  through  the  air,  now  in  less  time  than 
the  voice  so  carried  a  thousand  feet,  it 
encircles  the  globe.  You  greet  friends, 
you  carry  on  business  across  continents 
and  over  oceans.  This  listing  might  be 
extended  almost  without  limit ;  but  the 
point  is  clear. 

May  I  urge  Youth  to  ask  itself  these 
questions.  Have  these  things  come 
through  our  own  labour  and  skill  and 
industry?  Have  we  spent  the  long,  dreary 
days  and  nights,  the  hours  first  of  hope, 
then  despair,  till  finally  truth  showed  her 
shining,  glorious  face?  Have  we  gone 
through  the  trials,  the  hardships,  have 
we  made  the  sacrifices,  have  we  had 
the  scant  living,  perhaps  the  outright 
hunger  and  cold,  which  all  these  cost? 
For,  Youth,  nothing  of  your  inheritance 
has  come  without  a  price  paid. 

May  you  not  be  forced  by  the  facts  to 
answer  this:  "  No!  Our  fathers  and  their 
fathers  gave  all  this  to  us. 

May  I  ask  you  not  to  believe  that  your 
fathers  never  grew  weary,  that  their  way 
never  seemed  long,  that  their  hope  did 
not  fade,  that  fear  did  not  clutch  their 
hearts,  that  they  had  no  need  for  courage, 
nor  for  willingness  to  work,  nor  for  the 
power  of  will  to  do  no  matter  what  the 
the  odds,  nor  that  sometimes  their  food 
was  not  meagre,  their  bodies  not  scantily 
clad,  their  roofs  not  thin  and  weather 
worn.  Do  not  believe,    I  beg  of  you, 

that  your  fathers  came  suddenly  into  all 
these  things  without  effort,  even  as  you 
have  done.  Jobs  were  no  more  plentiful 
for  them  than  for  you ;  they  looked  for 
work  just  as  you  do ;  they  were  no  oftener 
able  than  are  you  to  find  work  at  the 
thing  they  wished  to  do  most.  The  world 
was  just  as  cold  to  them  as  it  seems  to 
you.  Indeed,  it  was  colder,  for  there 
is  in  the  world  to-day  a  deal  more  of 
kindliness,  of  helpfulness,  of  common 
humanity   than    when   your   fathers,    now 


about  to  leave  you,  began  their  work. 

I  beg  you,  Youth,  not  to  listen  to  those 
who  would  make  you  believe  that  to-day 
you  have  no  chance,  that  no  place  is  open 
to  you,  that  you  may  not  achieve,  that  to 
give  you  a  place  in  the  sun,  this  world 
must  be  overturned  and  a  new  world 
made.  This  is  untruth,  not  truth.  It 
comes  from  those  with  narrow  vision  and 
scant  understanding  or  else  from  those 
who  would  seemingly  destroy  the  great 
empire  of  knowledge  which  man  has 
wrenched  from  the  vast  domains  of  the 
unknown  and  put  man  back  into  the  caves 
and  forests. 

Every  time  the  ring  of  the  known 
pushes  out  it  brings  into  view  more  of  the 
unknown — which  is  infinite.  Science  has 
vouchsafed  no  truth  which  does  not  open 
new  doors  to  further  knowledge  and  every 
bit  of  knowledge  which  comes  to  man 
makes  life  better  and  easier ;  it  opens  new 
fields  for  labour,  and  offers  new  empires 
for  conquest. 

To  you,  Youth  of  To-day,  your  fathers 
bequeath  all  they  have  gained  without 
your  paying  any  price  to  them.  But  this 
does  not  mean  that  you  may  seize  all  this 
and  make  it  your  own  without  labour. 
God  has  ordained  in  His  infinite  wisdom 
that  while  man  may  pass  to  those  who 
follow  him,  without  price  paid  to  him  by 
them,  the  things  of  this  earth — the  things 
which  moth  and  rust  corrupt  and  thieves 
break  in  and  steal — yet  man  may  not 
freely  bequeath  (though  he  may  make 
record  thereof)  the  things  of  the  mind  and 
the  spirit,  to  be  taken  without  labour  by 
those  whom  he  would   favour.  Under 

God's  plan,  every  man  shall  have  of  the 
things  of  the  mind  and  of  the  spirit,  those 
only  which  he  shall  himself  conquer.  We 
may  quarrel  with  this  law,  we  may  whine 
about  it,  but  we  cannot  overturn  it  for  it 
is  founded  on  infinite  wisdom.  It  is  as 
fixed  as  infinity  itself. 

All  men  face  this  law  and  have  had  to 
face  it  since  the  beginning,  and  Youth 
would  be  foolish,  indeed,  to  allow  any- 
thing to  blind  its  view  of  this  truth  ;  they 
must  not  let  self  pity  crush  their  courage, 
or  drown  their  industry,  or  blot  out  hope.

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IS  LIFE  MEANINGLESS  OR  MEANINGFUL  ?

Some  few  years  ago  a  prominent 
minister  of  New  York  City  was  invited  to 
submit  a  sermon  on  the  subject  of 
"  Immortality,"  a  universally  interesting 
theme.  As  a  preface  to  his  discussion, 
in  which  he  forcefully  substantiated  his 
belief  in  this  much  talked  about  principle, 
he  gave  expression  to  these  lines  : 

As  the  years  pass,  one  finds  that  life 
tends  to<  become  either  meaningless  or 
meaningful,  and  no  preacher  is  needed 
to  point  out  that,  so  far  as  happiness  is 
concerned,  that  difference  is  profoundly 
significant.  Deeper  than  the  contrast 
between  wealth  and  poverty,  deeper 
than  the  contrast  between  education 
and  the  lack  of  it  is  this  :  As  the  years 
progress  does  life  grow  meaningless  or 
meaningful? 

This  is  a  challenging  question  to  any- 
one who  will  pause  long  enough  to 
attempt  the  answer  in  the  light  of  his  own 
attitude    towards    a    future    life.  The 

answer  depends  entirely  upon  one's 
conviction  through  life's  experiences  in 
respect  to  a  belief  or  disbelief  in  immor- 
tality. 

The  author  of  the  aforementioned 
article  pointed  out  that  even  in  the  Scrip- 
tures this  contrast  in  point  of  view  might 
be  visualized  in  the  experiences  of  two 
men  whose  writings  are  contained  therein. 
First,  I  quote  the  words  of  the  writer 
of  Ecclesiastes,  wherein  he  voices  in  a 
moment  of  despondency  his  despair  in  the 
ultimate  purpose  in  life,  when  he  says  in 
the  third  chapter  of  the  book  : 

For  that  which  befalleth  the  sons  of 
men  befalleth  beasts ;  even  one  thing 
befalleth  them  :  as  the  one  dieth,  so 
dieth  the  other;  yea,  they  have  all  one 
breath;  so  that  a  man  hath  no  pre- 
eminence above  a  beast :  for  all  is 
vanity. 

All  go  unto  one  place ;  all  are  of  the 
dust,     and     all     turn     to     dust     again. 
(Ecclesiastes  3   :  19,  20.) 
Now  catch  a  glimpse  of  Paul's  under- 
standing of  life  and  his  attitude  towards 
it  when  he  says  : 

All  flesh   is  not  the  same  flesh  :  but 


there  is  one  kind  of  flesh  of  men, 
another  flesh  of  beasts,  another  of 
fishes,   and   another  of  birds. 

There  are  also  celestial  bodies,  and 
bodies  terrestrial :  but  the  glory  of  the 
the  celestial  is  one,  and  the  glory  of 
the  terrestrial  is  another. 

There  is  one  glory  of  the  sun,  and 
another  glory  of  the  moon,  and  another 
glory  of  the  stars  :  for  one  star  differeth 
from  another  star  in  glory. 

So  also  is  the  resurrection  of  the 
dead.  It  is  sown  in  corruption  ;  it  is 
raised  in  incorruption  ; 

It  is  sown  in  dishonour ;  it  is  raised 
in  glory  :  it  is  sown  in  weakness  ;  it  is 
raised  in  power ;  .   .  .   . 

For  this  corruptible  must  put  on  in- 
corruption, and  this  mortal  must  put  on 
immortality. 

then  shall  be  brought  to  pass 

the    saying    that    is    written,    Death    is 

swallowed  up  in  victory 

But  thanks  be  to  God,  which  giveth 
us  the  victory  through  our  Lord  Jesus 
Christ.     (1  Corinthians  15    :  39-57.) 
These   are   the   words   of  one   to  whom 
life  has  grown  meaningful. 

And  are  there  not  in  the  world  to-day 
disciples  of  both  these  points  of  view? 

One  cannot  help  but  feel  as  he  ponders 
this  question  what  a  tremendous  help  to  a 
meaningful  life  is  Faith — Faith  in  Eternal 
Life  !  And  it  is  impossible  to  approach 
Paul's  philosophy  of  life  without  faith. 

Immortality  and  Eternal  Life,  though 
used  synonymously  by  Christians, 
generally  do  not  mean  the  same  thing  to 
Latter-day  Saints. 

To  gain  immortality  in  its  specific  or 
distinctive  sense,  it  is  not  necessary  for 
one  to  believe  or  to  do  anything.  Im- 
mortality is  secured  to  all  through  the 
death  and  resurrection  of  One — "  As  in 
Adam  all  di»,  even  so  in  Christ  shall  all 
be  made  alive."  Even  the  wicked  will 
partake  of  the  effects  of  immortality. 
That  is,  all  men  will  rise  from  the  dead 
and  put  en  immortality,  in  the  sense  of 
continued  existence. 

But    to    obtain     Eternal    Life    is    quite 
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another  thing-.  Eternal  Life  is  a  personal 
achievement  gained  only  through  indivi- 
dual continuous  effort. 

Eternal  Life  comprehends  immortality, 
but  one  may  have  immortality  without 
Eternal   Life.  Eternal   Life   is   the   re- 

ward of  faith,  patient,  persevering  faith 
— cultivated  through  years  of  trying  ex- 
periences— a  faith  that  surmounts  all 
obstacles,  is  never  darkened  by  adverses, 
but  gives  strength  to  the  individual  even 
in  the  face  of  death  as  it  did  to  Job  when 
he  said:  "  For  I  know  that  my  Redeemer 
liveth,  and  that  he  shall  stand  at  the 
latter  clay  upon  the  earth — and  though 
after  my  skin  worms  destroy  this  body, 
yet  in  my  flesh  shall  I  see  God." 

Men  before  and  since  the  time  of 
Christ  have  taught  immortality.  Zoro- 
aster and  Confucius  included  the  principle 
in  their  teachings  and  Plato  has  written 
much  in  support  of  the  doctrine. 

That  was  a  great  testimony  of  philoso- 
pher and  scientist,  John  Fiske,  when  he 
said,  "  For  my  part,  therefore,  I  believe 
in  the  immortality  of  the  soul,  not  in  the 
sense  in  which  I  accept  the  demonstrable 
truths  of  science,  but  as  a  supreme  act  of 
faith  in  the  reasonableness  of  God's 
work. " 

And  only  a  few  weeks  ago,  speaking 
before  the  New  York  Academy  of  Medi- 
cine, Dr.  Alexis  Carrell  remarked : 
"  Science  lacks  proof  that  the  soul  is  im- 
mortal, but  no  one  has  a  right  to  assert 
man's  mind  does  not  survive  his  body's 
death." 

Through  immortality  God  has  placed 
within  man's  reach  the  opportunity  to 
obtain  Eternal  Life.  This  was  the  sub- 
stance of  His  Words  to  Moses:  "  For 
behold,  this  is  my  work  and  my  glory — 
to  bring  to  pass  the  immortality  and  eter- 
nal life  of  man."  When  Eternal  Life 
has  been  achieved  it  then  becomes  Im- 
mortal Glory. 

Both  then,  ;ire  the  gift  of  God  through 
the  atonement  of  Jesus  Christ,  His  Son: — 
the  one,  immortality,  which  will  come 
without  effort  on  the  part  of  the  indivi- 
dual ;  the  other,  Eternal  life,  to  be  sought 
after  and  worked  for  by  him  who  hopes 
to  obtain  it. 

If,  then,  Eternal  Life  is  the  thing  to  be 
desired,  upon  what  is  the  acquisition  to 
be  based?       What  can  we  do   here  and 


now   to   reach   this  desired   goal?  It  is 

written  that  men  are  to  be  judged 
"  according  to  the  deeds  done  in  the 
flesh."  Those  are  to  be  exalted  whose 
lives  in  mortality  merit  exaltation.  Let 
John  the  Disciple  give  us  the  key  that 
unlocks  the  door  to  Eternal  Life:  "  And 
this  is  life  eternal,  that  they  may  know 
Thee,  the  only  true  God  and  Jesus  Christ 
whom  thou  hast  sent." 

If  we  can  here  upon  earth  begin  to 
know  something  of  God  and  our  relation- 
ship to  Him  we  have  started  to  partake  of 
Eternal  Life.  It  does  not  solely  imply 

something  after  death.  It  involves  pre- 
sent possession  as  a  possibility.  To 
secure  it  may  mean  transformation  of  life, 
a  sincere  repentance,  a  forsaking  of  past 
habits,  but  the  transformation  can  be 
made  and  is  being  made  by  many  who 
are  willing  to  pay  the  price. 

The  apparent  simplicity  of  the  course 
to  follow  sometimes  obscures  the  vision. 
It  is  hard  for  the  rich  and  powerful  to  ac- 
cept and  make  part  of  their  lives  such 
precepts  as  : 

Blessed    arc    the    poor    in    spirit  :    for 

theirs  is  the  kingdom  of  heaven. 

Blessed  are  the  meek  :  for  they  shall 

inherit  the  earth. 

Blessed    are    they    which    do    hunger 

and  thirst  after  righteousness  :  for  they 

shall  be  filled. 

Blessed    are   the    pure    in    heart  :    for 

they  shall  see  God. 

Let  your  light  so  shine  before  men, 

that    they    may    see   your    good    works, 

and    glorify    your    Father    which    is    in 

heaven.     (Matthew  5    :  3-16.) 

And  yet  in  no  other  way  can  man  find 
God  than  by  conforming  his  life  to  these 
homely  teachings. 

It  was  at  the  bedside  of  his  dying  office 
boy  where  Thornton,  in  the  little  book, 
Finding  God  In  Millersville,  first  came  to 
himself.  Rich     and     prosperous,     em- 

ployer of  300  people,  he  did  not  even 
remember  the  boy's  name  when  told  he 
was  dying.  But  with  the  little  fellow's 
fevered  hand  in  his  as  he  died  there  came 
to  Thornton  the  consciousness  of  his 
disregard  for  those  who  worked  for  him. 
He  began  immediate  plans  for  the  im- 
provement of  conditions  in  the  plant  and 
at  the  homes  of  his  people,  and  he  says  : 

Gradually,  as  I  got  nearer  to  my  people 
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they  began  to  move  in  close  to  me.  With- 
out realizing-  it  until  long-  afterward,  I 
had  made  my  first  religious  discovery.  I 
had  discovered  my  fellow  man — my 
brother." 

And  we  might  add  that  it  is  even  a 
more  wholesome  and  regenerate  change 
which  takes  place  in  the  soul  of  man  when 
he  comes  to  find  himself  in  his  relation 
to  God. 

To  love  God  is  the  first  great  com- 
mandment, and  the  second  is  like  unto  it  : 
Thou  shalt  love  thy  neighbour  as  thyself. 
To  know  God  we  must  have  faith  in 
Him,  we  must  love  Him,  we  must  seek 
His  companionship  through  the  medium 
of   prayer,    and    we   must    serve    Him. 

"  Without  faith  it  is  impossible  to 
please  him  :  for  he  that  cometh  to  God 
must  believe  that  He  is  and  that  He  is 
a  rewarder  of  them  that  diligently  seek 
Him." 

If  we  would   seek   His   companionship, 

we     must     acquaint     ourselves     with     the 

truths  He  has  left  us  ;  we  must  frequent 

the     places     where     we     might     feel     His 

presence,  and  absent  ourselves  from  those 

places  where  we  know  He  will  not  be. 

Search  the  scriptures  ;  for  in  them  ye 

think  ye  have  eternal  life  :  and  they  are 

they  which  testify  of  me.    (John  5   :  39.) 

As  another  writer  said  : 

Life      everlasting      as      Saint      Paul 
characterized  it,  is  the  soul's  emancipa- 
tion from   the   dominance   of   the   flesh, 
the  triumph  of  reason  over  passion.     It 
is    the    consciousness    of    one's    kinship 
with  the  Divine,  and  an  appreciation  of 
the  dynamic  possibilities  which  abide  in 
that  kinship.        It  is  the  conviction  that 
his  seemingly  brief  and  detached  life  is 
a  significant  link  in  the  chain  of  eter- 
nity— an  eternity  which  challenges  man 
to   exploit   the   infinity   about   him,    and 
in  that  exploitation  to  realize  the  divine 
which  dwells  within  him. 
And  so,   may  we  all  pause  in  our  busy 
lives  to  consider  that  the  years  are  pass- 
ing ;  we  are  approaching  slowly  but  surely 
the   end   of   earth    life,    the   beginning   of 
immortal   life.  As   the   years   progress 

does  life  to  us  grow  meaningless  or 
meaningful? — (Adapted  from  a  radio 
sermon  delivered  over  KSL  in  Salt  Lake 
City.) 


BEQUEST  FROM  THE  POORHOUSE. 

Excerpt   from   "  Talks  about   Bocks   and 
Authors." 

William  Lyon  Phelps, 

Professor  Emeritus  of  English  Literature, 
Vale. 

In  the  pocket  of  a  ragged  coat  belonging  to 
one  of  the  inmates  of  the  Chicago  poorhouse, 
I  am  told,  there  was  found,  after  his  death, 
a  will.  The  man  had  heen  a  lawyer.  So 
unusual  was  it  that  it  was  sent  to  an 
attorney  ;  and  the  story  goes  that  he  was  so 
impressed  with  its  contents  that  he  read  it 
before  the  Chicago  Bar  Association,  and  that 
later  it  was  ordered  probated.  And  this  is 
the  will  of  the  ragged  old  inmate  of  the 
Chicago  poorhouse  : 

I,  Charles  Lounsberry,  being  of  sound 
and  disposing  mind  and  memory,  do  here- 
by make  and  publish  this  my  last  will  and 
testament  in  order  to  distribute  my 
interest  in  the  world  among  succeeding 
men. 

That  part  of  my  interest  which  is  known 
in  law  as  my  property,  being  inconsider- 
able and  of  no  account,  I  make  no  dis- 
position of.  My  right  to  live,  being  but 
v.  life  estate,  is  not  at  my  disposal,  but, 
these  things  excepted,  all  else  in  the  world 
I  now  proceed  to  devise  and  bequeath. 

Item  :  I  give  to  good  fathers  and 
mothers,  in  trust  for  their  children,  all 
good  little  words  of  praise  and  encourage- 
ment, and  all  quaint  pet  names  and  en- 
dearments ;  and  I  charge  said  parents  to 
use  them  justly,  but  generously,  as  the 
deeds  of  their  children  shall  require. 

Item  :  I  leave  to  children  inclusively, 
but  only  for  the  term  of  their  childhood, 
all  and  every  flower  of  the  field  and  the 
blossoms  of  the  woods,  with  the  right  to 
play  among  them  freely  according  to  the 
custom  of  children,  warning  them  at  the 
same  time  against  thistles  and  thorns. 
And  I  devise  to  children  the  banks  of  the 
brooks  and  the  golden  sands  beneath  the 
waters  thereof,  and  the  odours  of  the 
willows  that  dip  therein,  and  the  white 
clouds  that  float  high  over  giant  trees. 
And  I  leave  the  children  the  long,  long 
days  to  be  merry  in,  in  a  thousand  ways, 
and  the  night  and  the  train  of  the  Milky 
Way   to   wonder   at,    but   subject,    never- 
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theless,  to-  the  rights  hereinafter  given  to 
lovers. 

Item  :  I  devise  to  boys,  jointly,  all  the 
useful  idle  fields  and  commons  where  ball 
may  be  played,  all  pleasant  waters  where 
one  may  swim,  all  snow-elad  hills  where 
one  may  coast,  and  all  streams  and  ponds 
where  one  may  fish,  or  where,  when  grim 
winter  comes,  one  may  skate,  to  hold  the 
same  for  the  period  of  their  boyhood. 
And  all  meadows,  with  the  clover 
blossoms  and  butterflies  thereof ;  the 
woods  with  their  beauty  ;  the  squirrels  and 
the  birds  and  the  echoes  and  strange 
noises,  and  all  distant  places,  which  may 
tx?  visited  together  with  the  adventures 
there  found.  And  I  give  to  said  boys 
■each  his  own  place  at  the  fireside  at  night, 
with  all  pictures  that  may  be  seen  in  the 
burning  wood,  to  enjoy  without  let  or 
hindrance  or  without  any  encumbrance  or 
care. 

Item:  To  lovers,  I  devise  their 
imaginary  world,  with  whatever  they  may 
need,  as  the  stars  of  the  sky,  the  red 
roses  by  the  wall,  the  bloom  of  the  haw- 
thorn, the  sweet  strains  of  music,  and 
aught  else  they  may  desire  to  figure  to 
each  other  the  lastingness  and  beauty  of 
their  love. 

Item  :  To  young  men  jointly  I  bequeath 
all  the  boisterous,  inspiring  sports  of 
rivalry,  and  I  give  to  them  the  disdain  of 
weakness,  and  undaunted  confidence  in 
their  own  strength.  I  leave  to  them  the 
power  to  make  lasting  friendships  and  of 
possessing  companions,  and  to  them,  ex- 
clusively, I  give  all  merry  songs  and 
choruses  to  sing  with  lusty  voices. 

Item  :  And  to  those  who  are  no  longer 
children  or  youths,  or  lovers,  I  leave 
memory ;  and  bequeath  to  them  the 
volumes  of  poems  of  Burns  and  Shake- 
speare and  other  poets,  if  there  be  others, 
to  the  end  that  they  may  live  the  old  days 
over  again,  freely  and  fully  without  tithe 
or  diminution. 

Item :  To  the  loved  ones  with  snowy 
crowns,  I  bequeath  the  happiness  of  old 
age,  the  love  and  gratitude  of  their 
children   until   they   fall   asleep. 


ONLY  ONE  WAY. 

If  a  man  say,  I  love  God,  and  hateth 
his  brother,  he  is  a  liar  :  for  he  that  loveth 


not  his  brother  whom  he  hath  seen,  can- 
not love  God  whom  he  hath  not  seen." 

These  sharp  words  from  the  Epistle  of 
John  are  in  harmony  with  the  teachings 
of  Jesus  who  declares  that  the  only  way 
by  which  one  can  show  his  love  for  God 
is  through  his  love  for  man.  Jesus  tells 
us  frankly  and  squarely  that  if  we  wish 
to  come  into  the  presence  of  God  and 
partake  of  the  divine  spirit,  there  is  no 
way  except  through  love  for  our  fellow- 
men.  If  a  man  has  love  for  his  fellows, 
and  is  in  right  relations  with  them,  then 
does  he  love  God  even  though  he  may  not 
have  thought  anything-  about  it. 

One  of  the  worst  things  about  the 
great  religions  of  the  past  has  been  that 
man  has  been  forgotten  and  trampled  on, 
in  the  supposed  necessity  for  loving  God, 
serving,  praising,  and  honouring  Him. 
Every  persecution,  every  human  sacri- 
fice, every  bitterness  of  heresy  trial — the 
story  of  the  Albigneses,  the  Inquisition, 
the  Huguenots  in  France,  the  expulsion 
of  the  Moors  from  Spain,  the  bitter 
persecution  of  the  Jews  in  Russia — all 
these  great  persecuting-,  hating,  bloody 
movements  of  the  world  have  had  as  their 
mainspring  and  motive  the  claimed  love 
of  God,  the  desire  to  serve  God.  But 
Jesus  says,  "  Love  men  first;  it  is  a  pre- 
tence and  a  shame  to  claim  to  love  God 
until  you  do  love  men."  This  pitiful 
idea  of  trying  to  save  our  souls  instead 
of  caring  for  the  souls  and  bodies  of  our 
fellowmen,  has  been  the  warper  and  per- 
verter  of  the  religions  of  the  past.  The 
world  will  not  be  saved  until  the  spirit 
of  this  great  teaching  of  Jesus  is  listened 
to  and  wrought  out  in  the  lives  of  men 
and   in   the   Church.  Human  love  and 

human  service  are  the  major  principles  of 
the  teaching  of  the  Master. 

We  do  not  know  of  any  other  religion 
than  that  of  Christianity,  that  the  world 
has  ever  known,  that  puts  love  at  the 
front,  makes  it  foundation  and  capstone 
at  the  same  time.  Jesus  did  not  say 
much  about  the  intellectual  problems  of 
the  world  ;  but  He  did  call  the  life  of  the 
world  to  this  all-embracing-  principle. 
He  ktiew  that  if  love  dominated  the 
hearts,  the  lives,  of  all  people,  that  the 
social,  industrial  and  political  problems 
of  the  world  would  be  easy  of  solution. 
And   nothing  else  is   ever  going  to   solve 
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them.  We  may  speculate  as  much  as 
we  please  about  our  political  and  social 
organizations,  but  we  shall  never  get  the 
right  condition  of  the  world  until  love 
has  its  way.  Leaving  love  out,  men  can- 
not with  all  their  wisdom  and  their  in- 
genuity, devise  laws  or  methods  for  the 
government  of  the  world  that  will  prevent 
tyranny  on  the  one  hand  and  hate  on  the 
other.  The  method  of  Jesus — cultivat- 
ing love  as  the  one  divine  principle  in 
human  life — is  the  only  method  that  will 
cure  the  ills  of  the  world.  Let  love  be 
the  guiding,  shaping  principle  of  human 
life  and  all  other  things  will  regulate 
themselves. 

In  the  remarkable  condensation  of  the 
law  into  the  two  great  commandments — 
first,  love  for  God,  and  then  equal  love 
for  the  neighbour — Jesus,  either  con- 
sciously or  unconsciously,  used  the 
words  of  Hillel,  one  of  the  greatest  and 
most  influential  doctors  of  the  Jewish 
law. 

But  in  another  scripture,  one  of  the 
most  remarkable  that  ever  fell  from  His 
lips,  He  says:  "  When  thou  bringest  thy 
gift  to  the  altar,  and  there  rememberest 
that  thy  brother  hath  aught  against  thee, 
leave  there  thy  gift  before  the  altar  and 
go  thy  way.  First  be  reconciled  to  thy 
brother,  and  then  come  and  offer  thy 
gift."  In  other  words,  the  profoundest 
teaching  of  Jesus  places  love  for  men 
before  love  for  God,  and  declares  that  the 
only  way  by  which  we  can  show  our  love 
for  God  is  through  our  love  for  man. 

"  He  that  loveth  not  his  fellowmen, 
knoweth  not  God;  for  God  is  love."

The  world  holds  for  youth  every  job  it 
held  for  their  fathers  and  all  those  which 
their  fathers  have  added  by  their  con- 
quests of  the  unknown.  Every  step 
forward  in  Science  adds  a  new  job. 
Youth,  do  not  allow  anyone  to  make  you 
believe  that  chaos-making  falsehood  that 
modern  invention  has  made  the  world 
poorer  and  man  less  happy.  Before  you 
believe  that  falsehood,  measure  in  your 
mind  the  life  you  lead  against  that  led  by 


your  grandfather.  Make  your  mind  clear 
about  each  thing  you  have  that  you  are 
willing  to>  give  up  for  what  he  had.  Will 
it  be  your  railroads,  paved  roads  and 
automobiles,  for  his  dirt  roads,  horses  and 
saddles  and  lumber  wagons?  Will  it  be 
your  movie  for  an  occasional  theatre, 
good  or  bad  ;  or  your  modern  newspaper 
with  its  illustrations  and  news  from  the 
remote  corners  of  the  earth,  for  his  week- 
ly sheet,  barren  of  all  yours  possesses ; 
will  it  be  your  radio  for  his  profound 
silence  ;  your  bath  room  for  his  wash  tub, 
your  warm  house,  for  his  icy  one  except 
the  kitchen,  your  winter  fruits  from  tropic 
climes  for  his  wilted  apples  from  the 
cellar,  your  varied  canned  fruits  and 
vegetables,  for  his  dried  corn  and  pump- 
kin, your  silk  hose  for  his  cotton  or 
woollen  socks,  your  fine  comfortable 
underwear  for  his  red  flannel  shirts,  your 
easy  shoes  for  his  boots  made  by  the 
corner  cobbler? 

Consider  all  these,  for  all  are  involved 
in  this  much  touted  casting  away  of  our 
machine  age.  And  we  have  not  men- 
tioned the  great  cultural  things  which 
modern  invention  and  machines  have 
brought  to  us. 

May  I  urge  Youth  to  be  practical?  If 
any  have  self  pity,  throw  it  away.  Self 
pity  is  the  canker  that  will  destroy 
character. 

Look  for  work  ;  not  finding  it  at  once, 
try  again.  This  was  the  course  your 
fathers  took.  Not  finding  what  you 
would  like,  take  what  you  can  get ;  so 
did  your  fathers.  A  thousand  jobs  are 
open  to  you  which  did  not  exist  when 
your   father   was   young.  This    world 

holds  almost  infinitely  more  for  you  than 
it  held  for  your  fathers. 

Arise  singing  in  the  early  morning  and 
rejoice  with  the  birds,  spread  out  your 
wings  of  hope  to  the  rising  sun  of  a  new 
and  better  day ;  do  not  twitter  to  bed  with 
folded  wings  in  the  sinking  sun  of  a  dying 
day.  The  world — a  greater  world  than 
your  fathers  knew — is  yours.  But  vou 
must  come  and  seize  it  with  hands  of  iron, 
and  grip  it  that  it  shall  not  slip  from  you  : 
for  it  will  never  thrust  itself  upon  you,  nor 
lie  idly  and  limply  in  your  hand  once  it 
has  come. 

Ye  shall  seek,  then  find,  then  know  the 
truth,  and  the  truth  shall  make  vou  free.

picture.  He  says  to  himself,  "  I  plan, 
I  work,  1  profit  from  my  labour,  and  there 
an  end."  Then  comes  a  depression, 
which  is  man-made,  or  a  drought,  which 
is  Nature  made.  He  becomes  hungry 
and  discouraged.  Thereupon  he  begins 
lo  take  on  some  humility,  and  God  is  apt 
to  come  back  into  the  picture.  At  such 
a  time  he  is  likely  to  sav  to  himself, 
"  God  hath  given  all  these  things  unto 
man."  In  humility  there  is  strength,  not 
weakness,  because  it  shows  one's  lack 
and  because  it  opens  the  way  to  genuine 
growth.  The  proud  man  is  his  own 
worst  enemy. 

Second,  the  element  of  gratitude. 
Gratitude  is  feeling.  It  implies  a  close 
and  tender  relationship  between  a  giver 
and  a  receiver — as  between  God  and  man. 
The  feeling  of  gratitude  opens  the  soul. 
A  beautiful  spring  morning,  a  gorgeous 
autumn  day,  a  rose  opening  its  petals  to 
the  dawn,  a  cliff  or  mountain  rising  far 
above  our  heads — these  make  the  heart 
leap  up.  So  does  a  gift  that  we'  appre- 
ciate— the  gift  of  life,  of  happiness,  of 
love. 


WHAT   IT   IS  TO   BE   GRATEFUL. 

One  of  the  deep  sayings  in  that  very 
wonderful  book,  the  Doctrine  and  Cove- 
nants, is  this  : 

It  pleaseth  God  that  he  has  given  all 
these  things  unto  man  (materials  for 
food,  raiment  and  shelter)  ;  for  unto  this 
end  were  they  made  to  be  used,  with 
judgment,  not  to  excess,  neither  by  ex- 
tortion. And  in  nothing  doth  man 
offend  God,  or  against  none  is  his 
wrath  kindled,  save  those  who  confess 
not  his  hand  in  all  things,  and  obey 
not  his  commandments.  .  .  .  He  who 
doeth  the  works  of  righteousness  shall 
receive  his  reward,  even  peace  in  this 
world,  and  eternal  life  in  the  world  to 
come  (89    :  20-23). 

If  we  probe  a  little  into  this  passage, 
we  shall  find  the  following  points  rising 
to  the  surface  : 

Eirst,  the  element  of  humility.  Some- 
times man  is  inclined  to  become  self- 
sufficient  and  to   eliminate  God   from   the 


Third,  the  element  of  thankfulness. 
Thankfulness  is  the  expression  of  the 
feeling  of  gratitude.  Sometimes  this  ex- 
pression takes  the  form  of  words,  some- 
times of  deeds.  "  Say  it  with  flowers  " 
has  its  basis  in  good  psychology. 
According  to  the  passage  quoted,  God 
wants  deeds  rather  than  mere  words  as 
the  expression  of  gratitude.  "  Works  of 
righteousness  "  is  the  phrase  used,  and 
the  "  reward  "  is  "  peace  in  this  world 
and  eternal  life  in  the  world  to  come." 

In  all  this  the  spotlight  is  not  on  God, 
but  on  man.  That  is,  the  Lord  does  not 
desire  gratitude  for  His  own  sake,  but  for 
man's.  Every   parent   will   understand 

this.  Whose  soul  is  opened,  developed? 
Why  man's?  What  is  it  that  makes  the 
soul  grow?  Why,  the  feeling  of  grati- 
tude in  this  three-fold  aspect — provided, 
of  course,  it  is  expressed  in  "  keeping  the 
commandments."  Thus   gratitude  be- 

comes one  of  the  most  powerful,  creative 
influences  for  good  in  human  life — grati- 
tude toward  God.

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HE  MADE  ALL  MEN  KINGS. 
By  Elder  Harrison  R.  Merrill, 
of  Brigham  Young  University. 

On  a  day  nineteen  hundred  years  ago, 

or  thereabouts,  a  little  party  of  men 
passed  through  the  streets  of  Jerusalem 
to  the  Hall  of  Judgment.  In  their  midst 
as  a  prisoner  walked  the  courageous 
Nazarene  of  whom  Pilate  was  to  say  .a 
few  moments  later,  "  Behold  the  Man." 
But  Jesus  entered  into  the  Hall  of  Judg- 
ment alone,  or  at  least,  unaccompanied 
by  His  Jewish  captors.  They  must  keep 
themselves  clean  and  ready  to  partake  of 
the  sacred  Passover,  and  therefore,  must 
not  defile  themselves. 

Pilate    was    much    disturbed.  After 

examining  the  Master,  he  found  no  fault 
in  Him  and  therefore  wished  to  liberate 
Him,  but  the  Jews  who  stood  without 
the  hall  would  not  hear  of  it.  They 
clamoured  for  His  life. 

Said  Pilate:  "  Take  ye  him  and  crucify 
him:   for   I  find  no  fault  in  him." 

The  Jews  answered  him  :  "  We  have  a 
law  :  and  by  our  law  he  ought  to  die,  be- 
cause he  made  himself  the  Son  of  God." 

When  Pilate  heard  that  statement, 
acocrding  to  the  narrative,  he  was  the 
more  afraid.  Evidentlv  he  had  found 
in  the  Master  a  surprising  and  disturb- 
ing power,  therefore,  he  returned  to  the 
Judgment  Hall  where  Jesus  stood  and 
asked  a  searching  question  : 

"  Whence  art  thou?  " 

But  Jesus  gave  no  answer.  Then  saith 
Pilate  unto  him  :  "  Speakest  thou  not  to 
me?  Knowest  thou  not  that  I  have  the 
power  to  crucify  thee,  and  have  power 
to  release  thee?  " 

He  must  have  been  shocked  and  shaken 
by    the    calm    reply.  Jesus    answered, 

Thou  couldest  have  no  power  at  all 
against  me,  except  it  were  given  thee 
from  above " 

And  from  thenceforth  Pilate  sought  to 
release  him;  but  the  Jews  cried  out,  say- 
ing: "  If  thou  let  this  man  go,  thou  art 
not  Caesar's  friend;  whosoever  maketh 
himself  a  king-,  speaketh  against  Caesar." 

But  Jesus  had  not  only  made  Himself  a 
king — He  had  made  all  men  kings,  be- 
cause He  had  pronounced  all  men 
brothers.  Among  brothers  there  can- 


not be  both  kings  and  slaves,  free  men 
and  bond. 

"  Neither  pray  I  for  these  alone,"  said 
Jesus  in  that  magnificent  prayer  which 
preceded  His  entrance  into  the  Garden  of 
Cethsemane,  "  but  for  them  also  which 
shall  believe  on  me  through  their  word  ; 
that  they  all  may  be  one:  as  thou,  Father, 
art  in  me,  and  I  in  thee,  that  they  also 
may  be  one  in  us,  that  the  world  may  be- 
lieve that  thou  hast  sent  me.  And  the 
glory  that  thou  gavest  me  I  have  given 
them  ;  that  they  may  be  one,  even  as  we 

are  one and  that  the  world  may 

know  that  thou  hast  sent  me,  and  hast 
loved  them,  as  thou  hast  loved  me." 

Jesus  came  proclaiming  the  importance 
of  the  individual  in  the  sight  of  God. 
He  had  a  long-range  vision.  To  Him 
this  person  called  man  is  eternal  and 
therefore  of  such  importance  that  in  order 
to  emphasize  that  importance  the  Master 
declared  that  the  very  hairs  of  a  man's 
head  were  all  numbered. 

The  centuries  rolled  by.  Then  a  great 
philosopher  and  a  new  interpreter 
appeared. 

His  name  was  Joseph  Smith,  also 
known  as  the  Mormon  prophet. 

Inspired  by  God  and  visited  by  angels, 
he  reinterpreted  Christianity.  His  mind 
attuned  to  the  vibrations  of  the  spirit  of 
God  was  able,  to  an  unprecedented  de- 
gree, to  catch  the  significance  of  the 
Master's  words  :  Men — all  men — are 
brothers  ;  God  is  the  Father  of  us  all. 

He  lost  no  time.  Under  divine  guid- 
ance and  authority  he  built  the  Church. 
This  new  Church  of  Jesus  Christ  could 
be  no  mere  copy  of  existing  systems, 
systems  in  which  there  were  to  be  a  few 
priests   and   multitudes   of   laymen.  It 

must  be  an  organization  in  which  every 
individual  could  be  recognized  as  a  worthv 
son  of  God,  in  which  officers  were  to  be 
elected  to  office  and  given  power  bv  their 
peers  of  the  Church.  In  this  new-  organi- 
zation even  the  founder  of  it  could  not 
hold  the  position  at  its  head  as  president 
without  the  consent  of  the  governed,  but 
in  it  every  boy,  even  the  son  of  a  carpen- 
ter or  of  a  widow  might  one  day  be  called 
to  preside. 

Immediately  after  the  organization  of 
the  Church  106  years  ago,  Joseph  Smith 
sent     out     missionaries    to    proclaim     the 
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restoration  of  the  Gospel  and  to  spread 
these  glad  tidings  of  great  joy  :  That  all 
men  are  brothers  and  that  a  way  had  been 
opened  for  all  men  to  receive  the  Priest- 
hood, to  be  saved,  and  to  be  glorified. 

Joseph  Smith,  that  genius  whose  great 
mind  was  able  to  comprehend  eternity, 
it  seems,  gave  to  the  world  a  long-range 
view  of  the  purposes  of  life.  Man  was 
not  born  to  live  a  few  years  and  then  to 
pass  into  a  vaguely  conceived  condition  of 
salvation  after  death.  He  was  born  into 
the  world,  according  to  his  philosophy,  to 
achieve  power  through  developing  the 
mind  by  acquiring  knowledge  and  render- 
ing service.  Indeed,  Joseph  Smith 
announced  his  now  well-known  philoso- 
phies which  have  been  accepted  by  two  or 
three  million  saints  as  being  divinely  true 
— "  The  Glory  of  God  is  Intelligence  " — 
"  A  man  cannot  be  saved  in  ignorance 
— "  A  man  is  saved  no  faster  than  he 
gains  knowledge  " — "  The  knowledge  a 
man  gains  rises  with  him  in  the  resurrec- 
tion." 

He  proclaimed  the  doctrine  of  the  con- 
tinuity of  consciousness  and  reinterpreted 
heaven  and  hell  and  eternal  punishment. 

Moreover,  his  philosophy  vindicated  the 
justice  and  mercy  of  God  in  that  it  pro- 
vided for  the  salvation  of  the  individual 
dead  of  all  time. 

In  a  passage  grandly  poetic,  Joseph 
Smith  quotes  God  the  Father  saying : 
"  This  is  my  work  and  my  glory,  to  bring 
to  pass  the  immortality  and  eternal  life 
of  man."  In  those  words,  the  indivi- 
dual  is  aggrandized. 

To  a  Latter-day  Saint — to  a  Mormon — 
the  words  of  the  Master  have  a  great 
force.  "  Verily,  verily,  I  say  unto  you, 
he  that  believeth  in  me,  the  works  that 
I  do  shall  he  do  also,  and  greater  works 
than  these  shall  he  do." 

Ye  are  my  friends."  Again,  said 
He,  "  Henceforth  I  call  you  not  servants; 
for  the  servant  knoweth  not  what  his  lord 
doeth  :  but  I  have  called  you  friends  ;  for 
all  things  that  I  have  heard  of  my  Father 

I  have  made  known  unto  you " 

As  God  is,  man  may  become."  That 
statement  is  not  as  egotistical  as  it  at 
first  sounds.  The  Latter-day  Saint  does 
not  believe  that  he  will  ever  become  equal 
in  knowledge  and  power  with  God,  for  in 
his  philosophy  God  also  is  progressing. 


By  these  doctrines  man  is  motivated  to 
do  good,  to  act  righteously,  to  learn  the 
laws  of  the  universe  and  to  obey  them. 
He  is  not  a  slave  surrounded  by  don'ts 
and  hedged  in  by  fears.  He  is  a  free 
man  eager  to  achieve  goodness  and 
understanding  in  order  that  he  may  win 
for  himself  a  place  of  honour  among  his 
fellows — his  peers.  He  needs  no  fiery 
lake  or  white-hot  pitchforks  to  keep  him 
at  his  best.  He  is  a  citizen  of  the  king- 
dom of  God,  aware  of  the  fact  that  re- 
morse is  to  be  felt  by  those  who  achieve 
a  personality  and  power  below  their  maxi- 
mum ability. 

The  Gospel  is  socialistic  as  well  as  in- 
dividualistic philosophy.  If  all  men  are 
brothers,  the  sons  of  one  Father,  then  no 
really  Christian  person  could  be  happy 
surrounded  by  wealth  and  affluence  while 
his  brother  starved. 

Jesus,  the  Christ,  outlined  the  plan  of 
eternal  salvation  and  marked  the  way  by 
which  we  may  be  partakers  with  Him  of 
the  glories  of  the  celestial  kingdom  of 
God.  He  who  becomes  a  citizen  of  the 
kingdom  will  share  with  Him  the  joys  of 
everlasting  life  and  will  have  glory  added 
unto  him  forever  and  forever. 

Mormonism  is  not  the  new  but  the  re- 
interpretation  of  Christianity.  It  teaches 
that  "  man  is  that  he  might  have  joy  " — 
the  joy  of  seeking  truth,  of  acquiring 
knowledge,  and  of  putting  his  knowledge 
to  work  both  here  and  hereafter — of  set- 
ting in  motion  creative  processes  here, 
many  of  which  will  extend  into  the  here- 
after. It  teaches  that  by  making  his 
choice  of  righteousness  a  man  may 
become  a  co-worker  with  God  on  a  grand 
and  extended  scale.  Indeed  it  teaches 
that  by  being  diligent  and  righteous,  man 
may  some  day  in  the  great  to- morrow 
achieve    Godhood. 

And  so,  if  we  be  brothers — equals 
before  the  Lord — if  we  are  to  live  and 
know  each  other  and  work  together  eter- 
nally, let  me  close  my  message  by 
quoting  once  more  from  St.  John,  the 
Beloved  : 

"  For  this  is  the  message  that  ye 
heard  from  the  beginning,  that  we  should 
love  one  another." — (Adapted  from  a 
radio  sermon  given  over  KSL  in  Salt 
Lake  City.)
